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After Gwenty-Fiue Years 


The Editor asks everyone of the Hundred Thousand 
Soldiers in the Lamp Army to rejoice with the Friars 
and Sisters of the Atonement in celebrating the 25th 
Anniversary of the First Issue of our Graymoor 
Luminary. The Quarter Century Span which bridges 
the interval between 1903 and 1928 covers one of the 
most momentous Twenty-Five Year Periods in the his- 
tory of the world. Twenty-five years ago well-nigh 
UniversaL PEACE existed among the nations of the 
world, The Spanish-American War had become only 
a memory and the Russo-Japanese War had not yet 
broken out to be succeeded by the Balkan hostilities 
culminating at length in what stands forth preem- 
inently as the World War, the most sanguinary and 
far flung battle front in the history of mankind. The 
Nations of the Old World still stagger under the ef- 
fects of that Titanic Conrtict and whereas peace 
for the time being spreads its wings over the principal 
nations of Europe and America the international caul- 
dron is seething with unrest and what the next 25 
years will bring forth God only knows. 

One of the most notable developments of this period 
relates to mechanics. The locomotion and travel of 
the world has been revolutionized by the automobile 
upon the earth, the submarine under the sea, and the 
aeroplane in the sky above. It seems a literal fulfil- 
ment of the words spoken to Daniel in his great 
vision: “Seal the book, even to the time of the end: 
many shall run to and fro and knowledge shall be 
increased,” 

The purpose for which THe Lamp was originally 
published was to bear witness to the Chair of St. Peter 
at Rome as the Divinely Constituted Center of a re- 
united Christendom. More progress in recognition of 
that truth on the part of the Protestant West and the 
Orthodox East has been made in the meantime than 
during the three hundred years previous. After the 
publication of the first number of THe Lamp in 1903, 
creating a considerable stir, the Editor of The Living 
Church (Anglican) assured its readers that the 
“erratic” Friar of Graymoor stood absolutely alone in 
his pro-papal position. A little while later when Rev. 
Arthur Lloyd, President of St. Paul’s College in Tokyo, 
Japan, and the Rev. Spencer Jones of England, author 


of “England and the Holy See”, contributed articles 
for THe Lamp, the Living Church declared there were 
now three men who advocated a corporate submission 
of the Anglican Church to Rome. Several years later 
the same Living Church recognized the existence of a 
Pro-Roman Party in the Episcopal Church. Now 
after twenty-five years the more advanced men in 
the Anglo-Catholic movement are confessedly pro- 
Roman and those who frankly recognize the Chair of 
Peter at Rome as the true center of Catholic Unity are 
becoming more and more the dominant leaders in the 
so-called High Church Party. 

Meantime the downfall of the Romanoff dynasty 
in Russia together with the collapse of the Ottoman 
regime in Turkey since the war has brought h 
calamity and distress upon the Orthodox hierarchy 
of the East that the eyes of the Orient are turning to 
the Rock of Peter as to a City of Refuge and once 
more the hope burns brightly for the healing of the 
breach between East and West which has lasted now 
for a thousand years.

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oreyene NOTICE PRECEDING UNITY OCTAVE 


Prospects of Its Universal Observance 


Following the encyclical of Pope Pius XI during the week immediately preceding the Octave and declar- 
ing that the only church unity in which the Roman Catholic Church could participate would be a reunion 
with the Mother Church of Christendom, Mgr. Thomas G. Carroll, Chancellor of the Archdiocese of New 
York, issued the following letter to the pastors of the archdiocese from the Chancery Office, 477 Madison 
Avenue, calling upon all to observe the Church Unity Octave: 


Reverend Dear Father: 

The Church Unity Octave is to be observed in all the churches and chapels of the archdiocese, 
where it is possible, from January 18 to January 25. The following regulations are to be observed: 

(a) A votive Mass, ad tollendum schisma, should be said whenever the rubrics permit; on other 
days the prayer from that Mass is to be added as an oratio imperata during the Octave. 

(b) Benediction of the Most Blessed Sacrament may be given every day, provided evening devo- 
tions are held 

(c) Children are to be requested to say one decade of the rosary each day. 

As you know, this octave of prayer for church unity originated with the Society of the Atone- 
ment, Graymoor, N. Y. Since then the appeal has become more and more general, so that at the 
present time a great number of the hierarchy throughout the world have signed a petition requesting 
the Holy Father to make the observance of this church unity octave universal throughout the Church. 
The American hierarchy has recommended its observance in the United States. During the present 
year the intentions of the League of the Sacred Heart, as approved by His Holiness will be all di- 
rected for this purpose, the re-union ef Christendom. 

I recommend, therefore, to’the pious people of your congregation this most worthy intention, so 
dear to the Holy Father, and trust you will do everything in your power to stimulate their prayerful 
interest in this important work, not only during the octave but throughout the new year.

It is well known among the Readers of THE Lamp that THE work which begins with Mid-Lent 
Sunday is observed as the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost Sre_r-DENIAL-WeEK. One of the articles of the 
Constitution of the U. N. B. L. reads as follows: “In the place of dues every member shall observe the 
week beginning with the Fourth Sunday of Lent as Self-Denial Week, and send the amount thus saved to 
the General Treasurer of the U. N. B. L., Graymoor, Garrison, N. Y.”

The Annual Report of the U. N. B. L. for 1927 will 
not be ready for publication until our March Issue 
owing to the lateness of the Public Accountants in 
making their New Year's visit to examine the books 
of the Union, but this will not prevent us from mak- 
ing a SpeciaL Report concerning the number of Mass 
INTENTIONS received during the past year: 

The Grand Total of receipts for Mass Stipends 
amounted to $51,944.86, whereas the Grarid Total for 
1926 the year previous was $53,069.20. In other 
words 1927 fell short of 1926 by the sum of $1,124.34. 
The difference was not very great, but we regret there 
should have been a Decrease instead of an INCREASE. 

We ask the cooperation of the Priests who read 
THe Lamp and the Faithful in largely increasing the 
number of Mass Intentions during 1928. We shall need 
a MINIMUM of $65,000 in Mass Stipends just to take 
care of the missionary Bishops and priests who have 
learned to depend on our sending them a certain num- 
ber of Masses to say each month. But we ought to 
have as many as seventy-five thousand Mass Inten- 
tions to nicely cover our 1928 budget.

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FIRE AT THE VINEYARD 


While we were say 
Saturday aftegnoon, January 14th, the Father General 

was called out of the Ch oir to answer a long distance 
telephone call from The Vi i. The speaker was 
Father Leo and he announced that fire had broken out 
through a defective flue in the old Robinson cottage 
now occupied by the working men employed in tak- 
ing care of The Vineyard grounds and assisting the 
Friars at the Atonement Seminary of the Holy Ghost. 

For several weeks past a mason from Graymoor 
named William Nagel and his helper had been re- 
plastering the interior of the building and other repairs 
and improvements were contemplated. This cottage is 
of more than ordinary value from the historical stand- 
point. We find a description of s by “The Rambler” 
in the Washington Star of Sunday, November 15th, 
1914, which runs as follows: 

“Among the trees stands a big, brown brick house, 
quite sequestered and in some degree solemn. It has 
a basement story, two full brick stories and a thir 
story with an ample mansard roof. There are wide 
porches which speak of delightful hours on summer 
days and night: 

“This was the house of Conway Robinson, a Rich- 
mond lawyer of wide note and extensive practice. He 
was the author of ‘Robinson’s Practice’ and a long 
list of law books. He purchased the place which then 
rontained seventy-five acres in 1857. On it was a 
frame house, in which had lived the preceding owner, 
whose name was John Agg, a man of considerable dis- 
tinction, as will presently appear. That house had 
been the cottage of Agg’s overseer, but his house hav- 
ing been destroyed he moved his family into it, and 
died there two years before Conway Robinson of Rich- 
mond bought the property from the Agg heirs. That 
house, falling into decrepitude, was torn down by Mr, 
Robinson and part of the material was used in the 
construction of the gardener’s cottage.” 

Miss Agnes Robinson, the surviving chi 
Conway Robinson, from whom the Friars pur 
The Vineyard ha sured us that the present cottage 
is identical, although rebuilt, with the original one oc- 
cupied by John Aggy t

That was about two 
already piercing the 
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ile no time was lost in connecting up their big hose 
nd playing big streams on the flames. Seeing that 
e water was ineffective on the outside, they carried 
¢ hose right up the stairs. Chopping their way 
rough the ceilings they played the water on the 
lames which were sweeping the roof. 

It was all of half an hour before the last sign of 
fire had vanished, but they had succeeded in arresting 
ts progress before it reached the bottom floor. 


By this time a large crowd had gathered—firemen, 

ur companies; policemen, including the captain of 
the local precinct; neighboring priests and clerics; as 
vell as many other men, women, and children. 

The firemen did a thorough job—shoveling and 
sweeping out water and debris. They were not 
finished until about five o'clock. 

We are thankful to Divine Providence that this mis- 

rtune occurred during the day and not after dark. 
Although the damage might have been a great deal 
vorse, Still the house tonight is an unhappy contrast 
to what it would have been in a few days when we 
expected to complete the new plastering and repairs. 
What escaped the flames down stairs, was deluged 
vith water from above. 

It is too bad this -has happened after so much labor 
to imprave the house. Bill Nagel and Frank Manning 
had finished plastering the three rooms up-stairs and 
ul but one down stairs besides the halls. The elec 
tricity and plumbing had just been installed by the 
Brothers during their working hours. 

We provided the men with temporary quarters in 
our basement. But something will have to be done 
right away in restoring the cottage. The roof is 
entirely destroyed, leaving the building at the mercy 
of the elements. 

We are certainly sorry that just this particular build- 
ing carries no insurance. | feel that if our dear Bene- 
factors knew of this plight of our Brothers Christopher 
at The Vineyard they would come promptly to our 
assistance and help us restore what has been 
destroyed.

HOW ST. ANN’S HOSPITAL, JUNEAU, ALASKA 
WAS SAVED FROM TOTAL DESTRUCTION 


Epitor’s Foreworp: Just before Christmas we re- 
eived from Bishop Crimont, S.J]., of Alaska a letter 
n which he stated, “I have just returned from a thirty 
days trip through the States to learn how provi- 
dentially our Hospital in Juneau was preserved from 
lestruction about a week ago. As I am persuaded 
that your good prayers for Alaska and those of your 
dear Lamp Readers have had much to do in obtain- 
ny from God through St. Theresa of the Child Jesus

SISTER LUDOVIC’S ACCOUNT 
Dear Friends: 
It will probably interest you to know the details of the 
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fire which so nearly destroyed our hospital on the after- 
noon of November 29th. 

At 3:45 P. M. I had just gone to the Chapel when Sister 
Mary Julien called me out to say that we were threatened 
with fire breaking out in the furnace room in the new 
building, as the gravity tank had overflowed, filling the 
furnace pit and spreading 5 or 6 inches thick over the floor 
of the furnace room. 

In quick time | made my way to the furnace room dow2 
by the kitchen, just to realize the calamity impending. Mr. 
Bilodeau was try’ng to clear the furnace room of oil by 
pailing it out. All doors and openings were ordered closed 
—the switch controlling the oil burners disconnected and 
Joe and Pete ordered to help. From this to the phone to 
the Fire Department of impending danger. Though the 
motors were stopped, the fire was roaring in the furnace 
pit and large volumes of smoke were pouring from the 
chimney. While I was yet at the phone, Sister Mary Ju- 
lien called out to me “The fire has broken out.” The alarm 
had already gone forth, but a second call was made. In 
less time than it takes to write this, the Fire Department 
was on the premises. Great waves of dense smoke were 
pouring from the tunnel leading out from the basement, 
while the furnace room was a lake of fire. The firemen 
dashed into this fire-trap with the huge fire hose—but— 
alas! what could be more discouraging—no water!! 

Before pressure sufficient to force water into the build- 
ing could be obtained they had to switch on to three dif- 
ferent hydrants—the last one being the “Alaska-Juneau” 
hydrant, supplying water to the mines—salt water, This 
poured a full stream into the building and with this a sigh 
of relief heaved from every breast. With it we whispered 
ejaculations of thanksgiving in the hope that was being 
restored of saving our nice building. All danger was not 
yet past—for we were yet threatened with a dread calamity 
—the blowing up of the boiler. Against all this, those 
heroic men were working down in the fire-trap pouring 
volumes of water upon the seething oil. Orders went forth 
to admit nobody into the building, and police officers were 
stationed at the doors. How we ever escaped unhurt, and 
unburned more than we are is nothing short of miraculous. 

When the fire-chief realized the critical condition created 
by shortage of water, he sent word to carry all patients 
to safety. This, of course, had already been done. At the 
first indication of fire by these unusual volumes of dense 
smoke emanating from the chimney and the tunnel, scores 
of men ran to our help. How wonderful they all were! 
—as also the dear Sisters and the nurses. Sister Mary 
Modeste, and Sister Mary Edward of Jesus saw to the 
evacuation of their floors in perfect order and calmness. 
There were thirty-one patients in the building—of th’'s 
number eleven were stretcher patients. 
came to the rescue.

I cannot find words to say how good everybody was to 


us. We were urged and begged to accept hospitality— 
everywhere. When these entreaties could not be met, hot

—piles of them. By 9:30 we sat to a common table, nurses 
and Sisters, while these good people lavished kindness upon 
us out of the abundance of their hearts. * * *

A year ago last August a young business man from 
a western city made his first visit to Graymoor. This 
young man had an unsatisfactory partner who was 
constantly over-drawing his account and spending 
money faster than the firm could make it.

give tithes (a tenth) to reas. (Genesis 28, 18-22). 

Later God enjoined th roug! 1 the Mosai c Law that th e 
Israelites should pay “Tithes” and “First Fruits’ in 
recognition of His Divine sovereignty over all they 
had. “All the tithes of the land, whether of corn, or 
the fruits of trees, are the Lord's, and are sanctified 
to Him. Of all the tithes of oxen, and sheep and goats 
that pass under the shepherd’s rod, every tenth that 
cometh shall be sanctified to the Lord.” These are 
the precepts which the Lord commanded Moses for 
the children of Israel in Mt. Sinai. (See Leviticus oe 
30-34). Moreover, God promised that if the peop! 
faithfully paid their tithes He would bless ind pros- 
per them accordingly. The Divine promise is con- 
tained in the Book of Proverbs (Chap. », 9-10) 
“Honor the Lord with thy substance and give Him 
of the first of all thy fruits; and thy barns shall be 
filled with abundance, and thy presses shall run over 
with wine.” 

The greatest living example of the ilfi Iment of this 
promise is John D. Rockefeller, who in ated Jacob in 


this regard when he was a young man earning a very 
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small salary, and the Rockefeller Foundation, which 
now emeunte to nearly six hundred millions, and other 
millions given away by Mr. Rockefeller for religiou 
and charitable purposes, are present-day evidence that 
he has kept his promise.
